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Guidelines Not 
Laws Says Sax 


Paul Sax inststed again yester- 
day he will ask an advisory opinion 
from the Board of Justice to make 
clear there is nothing mandatory 
in the 16 club constitution guide 
lines adopted by the Board of Di- 
rectors last spring 

The ASSSC president said the 
16 points were drawn up merely 
to help clubs in designing con- 
stitutions. Sax originally called for 
the opinion during Wednesday's 
BOD meeting -—— and touched off 
a heated discussion 

He charged Chief Justice Larry 
McVicar is using the guidelines 
as law, although Sax contends they 
are not law. 

Vice president Ron Arrants 
claimed the discussion was not 
pertinent to the executive report 
Sax was giving, and he insisted 
McVicar is using the guidelines in 
their proper perspective and not 
as Statutes 

Arrants refused to have the mat 
ter referred to committee. 

In other matters, the board 

1. Heard a report from Mar 
garet McKoane, dean of activities, 
on a tour of Stanford and Santa 
Clara universities and the Univer 
sity of California by a delegation 
of college union members. “It was 
really outstanding,” she said, “to 
see the contrast of the unions, and 
how the use of space makes a 
difference the workability of the 
multi million dollar structures.’ 

2. Agreed to present to the 
college audio-visual department the 
public address system presently 
owned by the ASSSC. The move 
was at the suggestion of the Board 
of Finance, represented by Trea 
surer John Poswall 

3. Was told by Sax that the 
athletic board feels students are 
confusing the money allocations 
and the issues in the current bud- 
get controversy. Hornet coverage 
of the athletic department's fi 
nances also came under attack

Large Crowds Are Drawn 
As Left Debates Right

Two demonstrations sparked a 
flurry of student interest Wednes- 
day as members of the May Sec- 
ond Committee and a group sup- 
porting “political liberty” advo- 
cates at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley set up tables 
side by side in front of the snack 
bar 

Students congregated around the 
tables most of the day, receiving 
literature, signing petitions, and 
airing their views. Phil Taylor and 
Rod Manis in a rare public show 
of feeling on campus, mounted op- 
posite ends of a nearby planter 
for an impromptu debate that last- 
ed some time and attracted many 
fascinated onlookers 

“Free Speech for Berkeley” was 
the slogan for one group, spon- 
sored by the United Christian 
Campus Ministry chapter, who 
sought student signatures on a 
petition supporting student action 
in current political activities con 
troversy on the Berkeley campus 
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The UCCM group felt the Ber 
keley students are being increas- 
ingly isolated by news media and 
by “withholding of information,” 
according to one demonstrator. 


At the next table, the newly- 
formed campus chapter of the 
May Second Committee spent the 
day explaining the purposes and 
meaning of their group 

They describe themselves as an 
“activist peace movement,” and 
they contend they are against U.S. 
intervention, particularly in South 
Viet Nam. May Second refers to 
the date in 1964 when students in 
the East participated in large-scale 
demonstrations protesting the 
movement into Viet Nam. 

According to Jim Lehrick, head 
of the SSC chapter, the committee 
is “presently concentrating on pro- 
testing the war in Viet Nam, al- 
though in the future we intend to 
shift our focus and make an ago- 
nizing reappraisal of U.S. foreign 
policy in all world ‘hot spots’.”

The political elite is using the 
“slogan of the African person- 
ality” to gain legitimacy in Ghana, 
charged Dr. E. K. DeGraft-John- 
son. Friday's distinguished visitor. 

Johnson spoke on Elites and 
Social Change ir Ghana. “We are 
attempting to shake the social 
structure from the bottom up,” he 


said. 
Dr. Leonard Cain, associate pro- 
fessor of sociology, introduced 


Johnson, a sociologist from Ghana 

doing research at the University 
of California at Berkeley 
Describes Elites 

Johnson identified three elites 

which are developing in Ghana

in its first year of independent 
statehood. They are traditional 
leaders, intellectual elite, and po- 
litical leaders. 

He described elite as any group 
which has “dominate influence in 
decision - making in the society. 
The group which has the most of 
what people in the society want.” 

The basic historical social unit 
in Ghana is the kinship group 
Status-seeking within the kinship 
structure developed instead of a 
class struggle since there was not 
a high division of labor to support 
a class system 


Group Develops 
The traditional elite is based on 
custom and rule by the chief. The 
intellectual elite developed in Gha 
na at the time of the first contact 


with Europe in 1471. Political 
leaders tend to rise from the 
people 


The main problem in Ghana is 
to synthesize the elite powers, ac- 
cording to Johnson 

If the political leaders do not 
improve their rank sufficiently 
so there is little difference between 
them and the intellectual elite, 
there will cither be a complete 
cleavage between the two elites or 
the intellectual elite will take over 
power 


Involves Conflict 


The problem also involves a 


conflict between traditional and 
Western patterns of life 
The political elite is “using the 


slogan of the African personality” 
to gain legitimacy with the people, 
Johnson said 

This emphasizes keeping Africa 
out of the cold war and the de 
velopment of African trade, a 
common market, and a united mili 
tary program 


Shake Structure 
attempting to 
structure from the 
bottom up and compensate for 
past inequalities Johnson said 
Whatever opportunities in wealth 
or culture the state has to offer 
should be available for all with 
out discrimination.” 

Education can be the main level 
ing factor and Ghana 
is attempting to class 
struggle with their education pro 
gram. Education in the primary 
grades is now free and compulsory 
as a major factor in social change

European Hikers 


(Ed.’s Note: Third in a tri-part 
series dealing with the experiences 
of Doris M. Marx as a student in a 
foreign country explains the prob- 
tems encountered on a trip which 
took her throughout Europe. One 
of some 100 pioneering partici- 
pants in the California State Col- 
leges International Program, Miss 
Marx lived for a year in Germany, 
attending the Free University of 
Berlin. She has told of the country’s 
reaction to the assassination of 
President John Kennedy and of the 
feeling of a people divided by the 
Berlin Wall.) 


During the March and April 
spring vacation months, Miss Marx 
and a German girl left Berlin to 
hitchhike through Europe. Their 
journey took them through Ger- 
many, Switzerland, Italy, France, 
Monaco, Spain and Luxemburg. 

Stopping at youth hostels along 
the way, Miss Marx observed 
many other students taking the 
same opportunity to travel. Fel- 
low travelers, she discovered, were 
mainly English, German and 
American students 

Miss Marx found one of the 
most pleasing European customs 
to be handshaking. As a form of 
greeting among friends, it is com- 
mon among both men and women 
and a custom she professed to 
have “liked very much.” 


She pointed out that her know 
ledge of German permitted her to 
meet many people and to see and 
do things that would not have 
been possible otherwise 


Cologne to Coblenz 

Beginning their trip in North 
Germany, the girls traveled along 
the Rhine to Cologne, Bonn, Fri- 
bourg, Lucerne, Milano, Venice, 
Florence, Rome, Pisa, Genoa, 
Nice, Monaco, Barcelona, Grana 
da, Madrid, Paris, Luxemburg an 
Coblenz. 

She noted distinct differenves 
among the European peoples’ cus- 
toms and attitudes. In Spain and 
Italy, where it is uncommon for 
young girls to be seen unchaper- 
oned, she and her companion were 
followed by many admirers 


While she found Italians to be 
very generous, she opinioned that 
Frenchmen seemed “very proud 
people who think they have a 
very great culture and a beautiful 
language.” Although very friendly 
people, she said they are some- 
what reluctant to speak anything 
but French. 


Rich Americans 

Most Europeans, she said, foster 
the impression that “Americans 
have money.” “in Europe,” she 
reflected, “there are many oppor 
tunities through student organiza- 
tions to travel with reduced fares. 
Cultural events are cheaper for 
students, too.” She recalled that 


some students in the International

Programs chose to join student 
groups traveling into Russia. 
Shortly before returning to the 
United States, Miss Marx joined 
a student group traveling to 
Prague, Czechoslovakia. She 
found the people there very friend- 
ly and the city quaint and beauti- 
ful akhough it “tas lost the 
glistening beauty it once had.” 


Recommends Program 

Now back to classes on the 
Hornet campus, Miss Marx is 
looking forward to someday re- 
turning to Berlin, possibly to live 
for a time. “I highly recommend 
the program,” she stated, “since 
it is a very wonderful opportunity 
for students who have never been 
abroad to really learn of customs 


and ideas or attitudes of other 
cultures.” 
During the current academic 


year, 12 SSC students are enrolled 
at universities in France, Spain 
and Germany. While three expect 
eventually to enter the Foreign 
Service, nine are preparing for 
teaching careers. 

Participants in the pregram, se- 
lected on the basis ©7 academic, 
linguistic and personal qualifica- 
tions, are eligible for the National 
Defense Student Loan in addition 
to other fellowships, assistantships 
and loans 

Courses of study are being of- 
feved for next year at the Univer- 
sity of Madrid and University of 
Granada, Spain; Free University 
of Berlin and University of Hei- 
delberg, Germany; University of 
Uppsala and University of Stock- 
holm, Sweden, Waseda University, 
Japan, and University of Taiwan, 
Formosa

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New Admission Standards 


Possibly one of the most ex- 
tensive research projects of its 
kind has been the basis of the 
proposed new admission  stand- 


ards for California State Colleges 
effective in the fall, 1965. 


Initial findings of a two-year 
study of 1963-64 freshmen 
throughout the State Colleges were 
presented to trustees in a prelirsi- 
nary report Nov. 5 


Final consideration of the new 
confidential report will be made 
at a Dec. 3 meeting in San Fran- 
cise 


The extent of the research is 
itself impressive with over 16,000 
students involved. Each was evalu- 
ated on the basis of 76 fatcors in 
cluding high school record, en 
trance examination scores and 
choice of major. Computers vali- 
dated each of the predictors by

comparing consequent grades in 
college. 
Failing to Comply 

The study was undertaken two 
years ago because State Colleges 
were failing to comply with a 
1960 ruling that only the top 33 
per cent of high school graduates 
would be admitted. New standards 
will tend to be slightly more se- 
lective to reduce the 44 per cent 
which is now admitted. 

Willys Folsom, SSC dean of ad- 
missions was unable to say what 
the effects of the change will be 
He noted, however, the higher 
standards could attract to State 
Colleges part of the 12 per cent 
now admitted to universities or 
cause an overflow to the already 
crowded junior colleges. 


Before the new standards are 
effective, they are subject to a 
public hearing which will be held 
in January
